P aris, May 20.—“The King of Pick­ 
pockets,” as he was called among his 
pals, has just been sentenced to fifteen 
months In prison with hard labor by tho 
Paris tribunal. 
He was captured on tbe 
race-course of Vincennes, at tho very 
moment ho was taking 1,000 francs 
from the pocket of M. LcRoy, a young 
lieutenant of dragoons. 
Pseudo Baron de Waller’s real name is 
Frederick Flach. 
He was torn in Eng­ 
land in 1840, and was sentenced there to 
ten years’ penal servitude for forgery 
committed while valet to Lord ltose- 
berry. 
After having served his time ho 
traveled through Europe and America, 
where he was well known among the 
thieving fraternity. 
He was famed for 
the remarkable information ho possessed 
concerning thefts of an international 
nature. 
On many occasions he offered 
his services to persons who had been 
robbed for the purpose of recovering the 
stolen goods, naming, of course, the 
commission he required for his services 
in tho matter. As a rule he was success­ 
ful in his researches. 
Waller or Valiers, 
as he sometimes called himself, fre­ 
quently passed himself off as a South 
American cabellero, for his complexion 
was very dark. His manners were highly 
distinguished. 
Flach had already enjoyed celebrity 
of a certain kind here. 
At the time of 
the murder of Marie Regnault he was 
susnected of being tho famous dark-com­ 
plexioned man known to have been tbe 
associate of Pranzini, the murderer, and 
he was detained In prison for a week on 
suspicion of having been his accomplice.

T h a t all 
this was done in peace, and th a t as a 
result, in m any places, a rb itra tio n has 
tak en place, is a hopeful sign. 
T h e g re a te st w ar th e w orld has ev er 
seen is betw een cap ital and labor. T ho 
strife is not lik e th a t w hich in history 
is called th e “ T h irty -Y ears’ W a r,” for 
it is a w ar of centuries, it is a w ar of 
th e five continents, it is a w ar hem is­ 
pheric. 
T h e m iddle classes of th is 
country, upon 
whom 
th e nation has 
depended for holding th e balance of 
pow er an d for actin g as m ediators be­ 
tw een tho tw o extrem es, a re dim inish­ 
ing; and if th in g s go on a t th e sam e 
ra tio as th ey h av e for th e p ast tw enty

th e y accum ulated in b e tte r tim es, u n ­ 
less th e re be som e rad ical chango, we 
sh a ll h ave soon in th is country th re e 
m illion h u n g ry m en and women. Now,

Som etim es th ro u g h a fo rtu n ate inven­ 
tion, o r th ro u g h som e accident of 
prosperity, a m an 
w ho had nothing 
com es to largo estate, and we see him 
a rro g a n t and supercilious, and ta k in g 
people by th o th ro a t, ju st as o th e r 
people took him by th e th ro a t w hen he 
w as poor. 
T h ere is som ething very m ean about 
h u m an n a tu re w hen it com es to th e 
top. 
B ut it is n j m ore a sin to be rich 
th a n it is a sin io be poor, 
T h ere are 
th o se wno h ave g ath ered a larg e es­ 
ta te th ro u g h fraud, and th en th ere are 
m illionaires who h ave g ath ered th e ir 
fo rtu n e th ro u g h fo resig h t in reg ard to 
ch anges in tho m arkets, and th ro u g h 
b rillia n t business faculty, and every 
d o llar of th e ir estates is as honest as 
th e d o llar w hich th e plum ber gets for 
m ending a pipe, o r th e m ason gets for 
b uilding a wail. 
T horo a re those who 
keep in poverty because of th e ir own 
fau lt. 
T hey m ig h t have been well off, 
h u t th ey sm oked o r chew ed up th e ir 
earnings, or th ey lived beyond th e ir 
m eans, 
w hile o th e rs on 
th e sam e 
w ages and on th e sam e salary wont on 
to com petency. 
I know a m an who is 
all th e tim e com plaining of his poverty 
and c ry in g o u t a g a in st ric h men, w hile 
h e him self keeps tw o dogs and chew s 
and sm okes, and is filled to tho chin 
w ith w hisky and beer. 
M ica who r said to D avid Copperfield: 
“ C opperfield, my boy, one pound in­ 
com e; tw sn ty sh illings and sixpence 
expenses: result, m isery. 
B ut C opper­ 
field, my boy, one pound incom e, ex ­ 
penses nineteen shillings and sixpence; 
resu lt, hap p in ess,” 
A nd th e re are 
v ast m ultitudes of people who a re k e p t 
poor because th ey a re tho victim s of 
th e ir own im providence. 
I t is no sin 
to bf rich, and it is no sin to be poor. 
I p re te st a g ain st th is outcry w hich I 
h e a r ig a in st those who, th ro u g h econ­ 
omy and self-denial and assiduity, have 
com e to la rg e fortune. 
T h e bom bard­ 
m en t of com m ercial success w ill n ev er 
stop th is controversy betw een capi­ 
ta l and labor. 
N e ith e r w ill th e contest he settled 
by cynical and u nsym pathetic tre a t­ 
m ent of th e lab o rin g classes. 
T h ere 
a re those w ho speak of them a lth o u g h 
th ey w ere only cattle o r 
d ra u g h t 
horses. 
T h e ir nerves 
are nothing, 
th e ir dom estic com fort is nothing. 
T h ey h av e no m ore sym pathy for them 
th a n a hound h as for a haro, o r a 
haw k for a hen, o r a tig e r for a calf. 
N eith er w ill th e re he any pacification 
of th is an g ry controversy th ro u g h vio­ 
lence. 
God nev er blessed m urder. 
T h e w orst enem ies of th e w orking 
classes in th e U nited S tates and Ire ­ 
land are th e ir dem ented coadjutors. 
In th is cou n try th e to reh p u t to th e 
factory th a t has discharged hands for 
good o r bad reason; obstructions on 
th e ra il tra c k in front of m idnight ex­ 
press tra in s because th e offenders do 
not like th e p resid en t of th e com pany; 
strik es on ship b o ard th e 
hour they 
w ere going to sail, 
o r in p rin tin g of­ 
fices th e Iv;-*- th#> paper was to go to 
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to be delivered, or on house scaffold­ 
ings so the builder failed in keeping his 
contract—all these are only a hard 
blow on the head of American labor, 
and cripple its arms, and lame its feet, 
and pierce its heart. 
As a result of 
one of our great American strikes you 
find that the operatives lost four hun­ 
dred thousand dollars' worth of wages, 
ever since. 
Traps 
sprung suddenly 
upon employers, and violence never 
took one knot out of the knuckle of 
toil, or put one farthing of wages into 
a callous palm. 
Barbarism will never 
cure the wrongs of civilization. 
Mark 
that! 
Violence and contrary to the 
law will never accomplish anything 
but righteousness and according to law 
will accomplish i t 
The owner of an iron mill, having 
taken a dose of my text before leaving 
home in the morning, will go into his 
foundry, and, 
passing into what is 
called the puddling room, he will see a 
man there stripped to the waist and 
besweated and exhausted with the la­ 
bor and the toil, and he will say to 
him: 
“Why, it seems to be very hot 
in here. 
You look very much ex­ 
hausted, 
I hear your child is sick 
with scarlet fever. 
If you want your 
wages a little earlier this week so as 
to pay the nurse and get the medi­ 
cines, just come into my office any 
time ” 
After awhile crash goes the money 
market, and there is no more de­ 
mand for the articles manufactured 
in th at iron mill, and the owner does 
not know what to do. 
He says, 
“Shall I stop the mill, or shall I run it 
on half time, or shall I cut down the 
men’s wages?” 
Ho walks tho floor of 
his counting room all day, hardly 
knowing what to do. 
Toward even­ 
ing he calls all the laborers together, 
They stand all around, some with 
arms akimbo, some with folded arms, 
wondering what the boss is going to do 
now. 
The manufacturer says: 
“Men, 
business is bad; I don’t make twen­ 
ty dollars where I used to make one 
hundred. 
Somehow, there is no de­ 
mand for what we manufacture, or 
hut very little demand. 
You see. I 
am at vast expense, and I have called 
you together this afternoon to see 
what you would adviso. 
I don’t want 
to shut up tho mill for th at would 
force your out of work, and you have 
always been very faithful, and I like 
you, and you seem to liko me, and 
the bairns, must be looked after, and 
your wife will after awhilo want a 
new dress. 
I don’t know what to 
do,” 
There is a dead halt for a minute 
or two, and then one of tho workmen 
steps out from the ranks of his fellow- 
atid says: 
“ Boss, 
you have been 
good to us. and when you prospered 
wo prospered, and now you are in a 
tight place, and I am sorry, and we 
have got to sympathize with you, 
I 
don’t know how the others feel, but I 
propose that we take off twenty per 
cent, from our wages, and that when 
the times get good you will remember 
us and raise them again.'’ 
The work­ 
man looks around to his comrades, 
and says: 
“ Boys, what do you say to 
this? 
All in favor of my proposition 
will say ay,” 
“ Ay! ay! ay!” shouts 
two hunt.red voices. 
But the mill owner, getting in some 
new machinery, exposes himself very 
much, and takes cold and it settles in- 1 
to pneumonia and he dies. 
In the j re­ 
cession to the tomb are all the work­ 
men, tears rolling down their cheek- 
and off upon the ground; but an hour 
before tho procession reaches tho ceme­ 
tery the wives and the children of 
those workmen are at tho grave wait 
for the arrival of tho funeral pageant.

H ow H orse Kadish Is Grown. 
Near large cities vast quantities of 
this plant are grown, and usually as a 
crop to follow* others put in early. For 
example, it may be planted between 
the rows the same distance apart as 
the cabbage, two or three feet, the 
roots being lo to 18 inches apart in 
the rows. 
The planting is performed 
by making holes IO to 12 inches deep 
by a planting stick or light crowbar. 
A piece of root is dropped into each 
hole, leaving the top two or three 
inches below the surfa -e. 
By having 
the roots below tile surface no injury 
is effected by hoeing over in fine early 
growth of tho cabbage. 
And by the 
tim e of the last hoeing of the cabbage 
the horse radish begins to show top 
growth, and when the cabbage comes 
off, has the ground to itself. 
It is a 
crop that requires but little after at­ 
tention, except to keep down the weeds 
by the hoe the entire summer, and 
usually well repays when the 
taken off. 
Of course any early-crop ground 
as good as tile cabbage quarter. Hie 
only feature is to have such a crop as 
will come off say in July. By growing 
this way, one summer suffices to give 
good, stout, clear roots, and is a far 
better way to grow, even for family 
use, than the old one of having the 
horse radish in some neglected corner 
to plant itself, 
and dig as wanted. 
Such roots are gnarly and small, and 
of no use as a marketable product 
now-a-days. 
For home use the aim 
should be to grow only the best.
